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A, serious explosion occured iti 
Queen A!nne Street ■United Presliy- 
ifiiun C'liurcli, Dunfermline. At that 
hour JiiinOH C'oventry, tlie eliurcl) beii- 
cIIp, t'litcreil tlie .sos.sioii-lioiisi', wliicli 
.siiincLs out from tlio cliurcli, for thi; 
jjurpose of lighting tli(! giiH uml iirt'.'; 
for a meeting., of tlie session at right 
o'clock. On entering tlio house lie be 
ciinKj aw!ir(! of a strong esuii[)f of gas, 
but not ui)i)reliending any ihingcr, ho at 
once .struck a light. Uardly hail he 
dune «o when n sudden and loud 
plosion occurred, the noi.so btiirtling a 
large number of the inhubitant.s in the 
district. Coventry immediately ru.sh- 
ed forward to tln^ meter, whieh i.s in 
tlu3 vestry adjoining the .session houHp, 
and turned olT the gas. Oa coming 
back to the session house he fouml 
that tiro hud broken out in several 
places, but with tiie helji of .several 
persons iu tUe crowd which had gath 
ered to the spot, he soon extinguished 
the flames. The damage caused by 
the e.xplosion was discovered to be 
great, t !..! roof of the building .it the 
east end being lifted from its position, 
and till coping consisting of heavy 
blocks of dtone, and two rows of cour- 
.siiig, bei.i,;^ thrown down, besides other- 
wibe shitiu ring the wall. The doors 
of the s( .-. ion house and vestry were 
torn oil' their hinges, while the win 
dowa were all broken, and the wood- 
work partially destroyed. Coventrv 
had a remarkable escap(f, and although 
tlirast against tbe wail of the session- 
house,.ho escaped with a .shock to his 
system and the singing of his liair. 
Tlie explosion was caused, it is conjee 
tured, by the falling of the chandelier, 
which hung from tin- centre of the 
roof, the gas being thus allowed to es- 
cape. 

It deserves noting as a very curious 
coincidence that at this moment three 
coroner's inquests are being held in 
and near l-ondon, in each of which 
tha reputation of a professional nuui 
is at stake. At Lamljeth tlu; division- 
al surgeon of the police force is accus- 
ed of having caused the death of a 
constable by neglect. At 1 lotiiishjw. 
Dr. Whitmarsh is charged with driv 
iug his [)iirtner to conuiiii suicide, mul 
at West jM all inn a clergyman li^uns 
us having poisoned — it would seem en- 
tirely by mistake — a child in his Sun- 
day school. Of the revelation of the 
domestic interior in which the average 
Knglishnmn lakes so keen a delight, 
tbe public seems likely to have enough 
and to spare. 

I,ouise Michel has expressed with 
characteristic tirinness her views upon 
assassination. She once killed a viper 
in her girlhood, and she liolds that 
when a human being is pernicious he 
he ought to be sujipressod as she sup- 
jirussed tin; viper. She lamented that 
slie had failed to "suppress-' Nupoleon 
before Sedan, and that shi; Inul not 
"suppressed ' M. Thiers. She had al- 
so at ouo time revived to kill M. 
Gambetta, but abandoned the i)roj'ct, 
as such iin act would l;a\e been fruit- 
less. Of course she is hand in glove 
with the Nihilists, who "are now the 
the chief factors in the allairs of thi^ 
Continent of Europe,'' and who only 
abstain from "sujipressing" the Czar 
because they have a more profoun<l 
incemational policy to pursue. On 
the whole Mdlle. Jklichel has some rea 
son to be thankful that the govern 
ments of Europe do not hold lier theo 
ry of sup])rcssing pernicious ^lersoii- 
alities like viper.s. Otherwise it is 
just barely possible that there would 
be no conferences at Rteinway Mall. 

The Borough of Buckingham Lib 
eral Association have decided to celeb- 
]-HlQ the jubilee of the borough tneni 
ber, Sir Harry Verney, by a banquet 
on the 30th inst. .Mr. Mundidla, 
J.,ord Carrington, Mr. Rupert Carring- 
ton, Mr. ilussel, and other members 
of Parliament have promised to at- 
tend. Sir Harry Verney first sit 
for "Buckingham in 1832, and is still 
member. 

A serious poaching alTray occurred 
near Midillesboi oiigh on the estate (jf 
iV' r.

15ut 
the government will not take advanta;ie 
of that fact to force through tho House 
improper or oppressive moasurea. The 
country e.^tjiecta beneficial results to flow 
from the advent of the new government 
and wo feel confident that it will not be 
disappointed. 



Tho Fubllo Scbools— Souo of tho 
Toaohera' OrloTaaoes. 

To THE Editor; Prom recent articles 

ill your p.iper I see that it is proposed to 
create addit iniiiil school districts, to ap- 
point a government inspector and, I pre- 
sume, to make further changes. 

I wish to oH'er a few suggestions on tho 
subject, though I suppose they ivill not 
bo listened to, beeau.se I notice that the 
opinion of the teachers themselves i.s 
never regarded, or even a.sked for on such 
logisl.atiun. Notliini; cui be more e.xtra- 
ordinary tlian that those who aru most 
concerned and who by their education 
and experience are raost entitled to speak 
with authority on tluso mattorS; are en- 
tirely ignored. 

You ihink tliat as all tho schools are 
not eianiiiied an ndditir>n-T) inspector 
should be eiii]iloyed. It would be well 
that tho schools should be inspected from 
time to time by a competent person, if 
the inspector had sufficient authority; 
that is, if the teacher's continuance in 
the scliool depended at all on tho apjiro- 
val of the inspector. l?ut for this to bo 
the case, tlio law would have to be en- 
tirely altered, ainci' ;i [iroseiil the teacher 
holds his place at ii>c will and caprice of I 
tho trustees. 

I do not think the position of teacher 
was changed for the bett(^r by the laat ' 
schoid act. 8up[)oae tliat one of the ' 
trustees keeps a store, and tho teaclior 
does not patronize tho store; suppose he 
is at war with his neighbors, and the ! 
teacher visits the enemy; or say that his ' 
children are whipped in tho sehonl by . 
other pupils; — in any (jf these cases tho I 
wlude inlluenee of llj.at trustee would be 
against the teacher, and the latter would 
probably be driven out very soon. 

I roraembei^ several instance.^ of this 
kind. A teacher had been boarding with 
a trustee for .scpnie time and thing.i went 
on Hwiiiiiniijgly . There was nothing but 
suiisliiiit'. Hut the teacher decided to 
change his boarding house. '1 liero was 
war iinniediately , wliich was terminated a 
short time afterwards by the discharge of 
ti)0 offender. Another teacher, filled 
with the " insolence of oflice," was so 
imprudent as to scnhl a favorite child of 
an influential trustee. In less tlian a 
week lie paid tho penalty of liis rashness 
])y receiving a siiiniiiary dismissal. 

On such eauses depends the tenure of 
office ill iiuist of the country schools, and 
as long as the trustees are thus absolute, 
I do not see that an additional inspector 
i:an do any good. 

'I'hu irustues, suiiietiines t.ake upon 
themselves to examine tlio schools. .\ 
great deal has been said about examina- 
tion of teachers; but if tho trustees aro 
to direct the teacher, it seems that they 
also ought to undergo some previous ex- 
amination. 1 have had my schoid iii- 
spected liy these people and soino of them 
were so iiiiich more ignorant than the pu- 
jiils that I am <|uitu sure they did not know 
whether the answers given »vero right or 
wrong. 

I do not know whether the goverliniout 
can do anything to remedy those evils. 
They appear to prevail witlioiit check 
throughout the L'nited States and Canada. 
At any rate it is tho place of a leading 
journal to call attention to them.

Reported Strlko in tho 'Cnion and 
Slorra Novada. 

ViRniNiA City, Fob. 13. — It was re- 
ported to day that a strike had been made 
in tho Union and Sierra Nevada mines. 
The facts are that some veins of (juartz 
giving assays had been cut in the joint 
Union and Sierra Nevada oast cross cut, 
on tho 2900 level. Tho cross cut is now 
in Bomo 100 feot. For some feet towards 
the face stringers of quartz, alternating 
with stringois of poriihyry, have been 
passed through, but assays of tho ore 
were only a few dolhar.s, unless the sam- 
ples aro carefully carried. 'J'he appear- 
ance of tlio drift, howovor, is very favor- 
able. (.)wing to the delay of getting 
founilry castings for the air pump, the 
Union punijis will not be started before 
Thursdav. 'I'liere is some delay, on ac- 
count of castings, in starting the now 
lifie cages of tho ilexican and Ophir 
winze.

Dastardly Conduct of the Life Boat 
Captain. 

[Coos Bay .U(n7, 8th inst.]
